Congress, instead of oiljourning yester­ 
day at (our P.* M., as had been agreed on, 
passed a resolution postpuuing tho ad­ 
journment until six o’clock this evening. 
It would Lavo been better to take still 
another day than again to run the sitting 
fur into tbo night. 
Excessively lato hours 
have a bud effect on the temper, manners and 
morals of members, especially amid the 
hurry, bustle and pressure oí the lost stages 
of a session. Fatigue and exhaustion ato 
apt to I xcito nervous irritability even among 
sedate members, aud thoso who are ad­ 
dicted to strong potations become easily 
excited and sometimes disorderly and abus­ 
ive, which leads to disgraceful scenes. Two 
consecutive all-night se.ssions would have 
been so great a trial of nerves and temper 
that it was dwcrcet Lo avoid it, especially 
after tho exhibition which home members 
of tho House made of themselves on Mon­ 
day night. It is not c'oiüiS^eüt with the 
honor of Cougres.s to li^yo 'ituch scenes re- 
pe.itcd. 
There is no good reason why sessions 
carried far into the night should be so dis- 
orderly as they olton are in the American 
Congress. Tho English House of Cummona 
habiluully protracts its sessions far into the 
night without such humiliating spee- 
taclcs as are presented in night sis- 
sions ut Washington. • People who are 
in 
tho 
regular 
practice 
of 
night 
work, like the parliamentary reporters uud 
leader writers of tho Loudon Tunes, lor 
example, maintain the same perfect com­ 
mand ol their’temper and lacultic.s as work­ 
ers by daylight. Puriiuiuent is never dis­ 
orderly, although it transacts the greater 
part of its business iu the night time. It 
does not assoiubie until four o’clock iu 
the ntternoou, and when an impor­ 
tant debate is in progress the great­ 
est speeches are froquenlly made utter 
midnight. 
Hut our Congro.ssmen, who 
usually devote tho day to business and Iha 
evening to recreation, find tLoir habits 
HO bioken by ull-uight se sioiis that they 
ure put into a mood uui’avurablo to tl:e 
quiet trausaetion of busines.s. 
There is no excuse lor crowding so much 
important legislation into tbo two or throe 
closing days. It might reasonably be sup­ 
posed that, when eight mouths have passed 
since the assembling of Congress, such mut­ 
ter of course legislation as the ordinary 
iippropri.itiou bills might be disposed of 
long in udvauce of the adjournment. There 
is never anything iu the action of Par­ 
liament on the annual budget rosem- 
lliiig tho dilatory course of Congress 
on tho regular appropriation bills. 'To bo 
sure, th< ro is a great difl’ercnco in tho 
methods of tho two bodies, 'i he English 
budget is prepared by the Chancellor ol the 
Exchequer, who introduces and pushes it 
to u vote at a reasonably early period of tho 
session, whereas iu our government Con­ 
gress is lefc to do all this work itself, with­ 
out guidance by the executive administra­ 
tion. There is consequently a great deal 
ot dilatory pottering iu the committees and 
too much willingness uu the jmrt of 
scheming members to have tho appropria­ 
tion bills crowded lo tbebeol of tho session. 
Ihe iudispeusablo necessity of pass­ 
ing them previous to the adjonrn- 
mout- and tho impatience of members 
to 
get 
away 
nff’ird 
opportunities 
for 
engrafting 
into these bills all 
sorts of jobs iu tho guistrof amendments. 
The most objectionable and mischievous 
legislation is oiteu thus ioisted into appro­ 
priation hills during the confusion and 
hurly-burly of tho closing hours. There is 
no part of a session when Congress is so 
anxiously watched, aud when its pro­ 
ceedings are so little under tho control of 
public opinion. Sometimes the only chance 
of saving a good mensure is by tucking it to 
an appropriation bill ; but it more com­ 
monly happens that by this method schemes 
are carried through which would have no 
chance if decided on their merits. 
The only tiling which can be alleged ns n 
justification or even a.s a reasonable excuse 
fur Ibis mischievous procrastination is tho 
enormous niiiss of private bills which con- 
i;nmo tho lime of Congress. 'The excellent 
bill which was introduced by Mr. Potter 
yesterday and passed tho House by a largo 
iniijoHly will take away this txcu.se if the 
bill should become a law. Mr. Potter’s 
bill provides that no private claim 
of liny description shall hereafter bo 
acted upou by Congress until it shall 
h.ivc fiisl been adjudioatod by the Court of 
Claims. It is said that privuto bills con­ 
sume biilf the time of every session. If 
this is even uppruximativoly true it will be 
a great relief to have all this class of busi­ 
ness remitted to tho Court of Claims, en­ 
abling Congress to dispoHO in ioui' months 
of the same amount of really public mat­ 
ters as now requir -8 eight months. Tho 
luerits of tliis bill are so obviou.s that it 
ought to ¡.OSS th3 Senate without de­ 
bate. 
Soveijol things wore settled ye«terdny by 
tho action of tho llouso. At tbe present 
stage of proceedings no bill which Las 
passed tbe Senate is taken up by the House 
without a two-thirds majority. 
By tho 
operation of this rulo tho Senate bill iipi>ro- 
prialiug five and a half millions to pay tho 
fisheries award was defeated ; but the op- 
inoprialion has been engrafted by the Henato 
os an amendment ufioh the Sundry Civil 
bill, and is apparently o(it of danger. By 
tbo operation of tho same rálo the Senate 
bill authorizing tbo Secretary of tho Treas­ 
ury to receive gvceubauks in payment ut 
the four per cent bonds and lor tho pay- 
inout of cnstoms duties after the 1st of Oc­ 
tober has been defeated, and this defeat is 
filial. But it is of little constqucnoe. It 
makes no real ditrorenco whether tho g6v- 
crnment begins to take its own notes 
for cnstoms on tho 1st of October or 
tho 1st of January, and greenbacks 
ore so nearly at par that tho sale of tho four 
per cent lionds would not be much fuoili- 
tatod by permitting the bond.i to be paid 
lor in legal tender notes. Silver is receiva­ 
ble for tbo bonds, and that fuot may, per­ 
haps, aid Mr. Hherniau in getting tho silver 
ho has been coining into circolation. The

The Senate has made suoh a swarm of 
misoellaueons amendments to tho Sundry 
Civil bill as raises the prospect of an obsti­ 
nate struggle between the two bouses and 
makes it donbtful whether an adjournment 
will be possible before Thursday. We are 
coulident that the Senate will not yield the 
Halifax award amendment, bat expect to 
see it retreat from quite a number of tbe 
others. 
A W u rn tu g . 
The accident on the New York Elevated 
Railroad yesterday should bo a warning to 
passengers as well as to tho manogers of tho 
roads. The train was crowded, and tho 
00X1 ductor notified tho people still remain­ 
ing at the depot that he could take no more, 
j closed the iron gate of tne car platform and 
signalled the engineer to move ou. A mao, 
despite tho notice, jumped ou to the car, 
outside the gate. 
The conductor en­ 
deavored to help him over, but aftor pro­ 
ceeding a lew feet the man slipped and fell 
to the sidewalk. People ought to know 
that an elevated railroad car is not like a 
street car, that they cannot take risks on 
the one that they may take on tho other, and 
th:it an accident ou an elevated road is almost 
ciriain lo have a fatal result. Tho railroad 
c Hleiiils ought not to trust to tho prudence 
ot their piussengers, but should adopt means 
to render just such accidents as (hat of yes­ 
terday impossible. If all the people who 
ride ou elevated railroads were cautious and 
careful tho companies might probably leave 
the lives of the passengers to chanco with­ 
out any groat danger. But hundreds are 
reekles.s and careless, and it is against acts 
of imprudence and foolish bravado that tho 
railroad authorities aro called upon to pro­ 
vide. There ought to bo no overcrowding 
in an elevated railroad car; no passenger 
ought to be allowed to ride ou tbe platioim ; 
aud some plan ought to be adopted ut tho 
depots to prevent an indiscriminate crowd­ 
ing and .scriiinbliDg to get aboard. Tbo 
companies aro beat able to decide 
how this can bo accomplished, but 
it is necossary that tho matter should 
be promptly considered unless we are to 
have a constant repetition of snch accidents 
as that of yesterday. As wo have repeat­ 
edly said, mi)id transit must win the cou- 
lidonco of tho people in its safety if it is to 
bo a perfect success, and tbo companies 
ought, in their own interests, ns well us for 
the public protection, to adopt from tho 
outset such precautions as will render acoi- 
dents almost imi>o8BÍhIe and prevent tbe 
employes of the roads Irom falling into care­ 
less habits. 


• a i - r o n d f r l N f f S u l l a b u r y . 
Nearly every point of importance an­ 
nounced as an element of British policy 
in the famous Salisbury circnlar of Apfil 1, 
1878, is abandoned by tlie British govern­ 
ment in its recent agreement made with 
Rnssia through Count Schouvaloif, the 
points of which agreement were first mude 
public in the Hbuald of May 30, and tbo 
text of wbich bos just been given by the 
Loudon Globe. In the Salisbury circular 
England laid down as a ourdinul principle 
of the caso and as tbe text of the law that 
no Tower could rci>udiate any par^ of its 
obligations save by consent of all tbo other 
nations with whom it entered into snch ob­ 
ligations. England now violates that prin­ 
ciple by agreeing privately with Russia 
upon a wholesale negative of the Treaty cf 
Paris, and two Powers have no more right to 
make snub an agreement than one to net 
in that way without concert. 
Salisbury 
held 08 absolutely inadmissible ^tho pro­ 
posed treatment of Bnlgoriu, wbich is now 
accepted with variations that do not rad­ 
ically chango tho effect of tho San Stefano 
stipulations. 
Bessarabia is given up, Ba- 
toum is given up, England will raise the 
money (or an indemnity, and tho passage of 
the Diirdaiiollcs is loit just as tbe San 
Stefano Troaty left it All these points that 
England agreoS to are points she do- 
nouuced in detail; and now tiio govern­ 
ment is hidignnnt at tho publication of its 
surrender, because it did not cure to lot the 
people know just yet how much it had 
yielded to Russia, and also, perLnps, be- 
cauHo to make this agreoincut iu the cirenin- 
stauccs was a kind of contempt of the Con­ 
gress.

be commenced against tho ex-Secretary 
oud certain of his subordinates in order 
that they may bo tried iu , r.ccord- 
anco with tho law. 
This 
disposes 
of the chai-go • of partisan inaliguity 
madoiijninst tho oominitteo and affords Mr. 
Rubosun and his implicated associates the 
opportunity to moot tho charges and estab­ 
lish their innoccnoo in a fair trial conducted 
under legal rules before an impartial Irl- 
bunal. Tho administration can have no de­ 
sire to deprive Mr. Robeson of this privi­ 
lege, for while it is not in any way resiKxn- 
sible for his oflieial aolions it will no doubt 
be well pleased to aid any republican Cabi­ 
net officer to moot and disprove charges of 
maladministration and corruption.

Robeson will of oonrso eagerly seize this 
opportunity to vindicate his character, and 
on General Grant’s account as well as his 
own will invite a speedy prosecution.

After tho House bill to legalize the col­ 
lection of head moneys under tho Emigrant 
laws in forje prior to tho decision of tho 
Muprcmo Court prononucing them nncon- 
Ntitntional had passed tbo Honato a motion 
to reconsider was entered by Mr. Conkling, 
which.

Governor Robinson fortunately solectod 
from the mass of bills left iu his hands by 
the Legislature tho two securing Washing­ 
ton square and Tompkins square to the peo­ 
ple of New York, affixed his signature to 
them, and they are now laws. By this ac­ 
tion the Governor signified his recognition 
of the importance of preserving the lew 
breathing places we Lave in the city. ’The 
.\ldermen yesterday adopted a resolution 
requesting the Park Department to report 
such plan or plans as they may have under 
consideration for tho restoration of Tomp­ 
kins square. It is to bo hoped that the 
work may not bo delayed, and that Wysh- 
ingfou square, being no longer in danger of 
confiscation for armory purposes, may 
also receive its share of attention and 
caro from tho Park Dopartment. Both of 
these squares arc in crowded neighborhooils 
and many hundreds of people can cujoy 
themselves tliere every evening who can­ 
not visit tho Central Park. They should 
be made attractive with shade, seats ond 
flowers. A largo amount of money is ex­ 
pended imnunlly on tho care and ombellish- 
mout of the parks, and thcro is no reason 
why M’nshington square and 'Tompkins 
square.should not receive their fair propor­ 
tion. It is to be hoped that tho old Forty- 
second Street Reservoir will before long 
distvppoar and yield Up its sito to the ex­ 
tension of Reservoir Park. When that im- 
provoinont is carried out we shall doubtless 
see a very ornamental and attractive pleas­ 
ure ground, rich iu fountains aud flowers, 
occupying tho place of the present sombre 
pilo of stODO with its picturesque fringe. 


TU e H a lifa x A w ard . 
It is to bo hoped, for tho sake of tho na­ 
tional honor, that the appropriation for pay-' 
ing tho award of tho Fisheries C>ommission 
will be passed in some form previous to tho 
adjonrnment. Tho time stipulated for the 
payment will Lave passed before Congress 
meets again, and if tbe appropriation 
should bo defeated tho government will bo 
in tho humiliating position of u merchant 
who permits his aeccptnnoes to go to pro­ 
test. Five and a lialf million dollars are a 
bagatelle in comparison with the character 
of tho government for honor and good faith. 
This appropriation failed in'-fhé House,’ 
not because a majority was not rWdy f8 
voto for it, but because its passage was ob­ 
structed by a parlinmonlary rule! It re­ 
quired a voto of two-thirds lo take it up 
uud put it on its passage, and ultbongh a 
majority favored it it was not ihe requisite 
two-thirds majority. 
We are confident, 
however, that this appropriation cannot bo 
defeated. Senator Eaton, of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, offered it 
yesterday as an amepduient to the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bill, and tbo amend­ 
ment was adopted without opposition. 
There is now only needed a little fiim- 
uess on the port of the fionato to 
foil ony parliamentary Icgerdémain In 
tho House. 
In the usual course of 
things this appropriation is already safe, 
bocnuso it requires only a simple majority 
of the Hon.so lo concur in an amendment 
made by tho Senate to one of its own bills, 
and it is certain that a handsome luitjority 
of the House favors tho appropriation. But 
if some trick or device sbonld be hit upon 
for depriving the majority of its proper in­ 
fluence tlio Senate can, nevertheless, force 
compliahoe by refusing to puss tho Sundry 
Appropriation bill without this amendment. 
Wo may therefore exi^Gct, w’ith reasonublo 
certainty, that provision will bo made lor 
paying the Halifax award. 
'The leaders of the opposition to it are 
the two most arrant and unscrupulous 
di mogogues in the House— General Butler 
und Snusct Cox, two worthies who never 
miss an ocooHion for courting popniarity 
by appeals to vulgar prejudice. 
Tho bill 
which passed tho Senate wipoly abstained 
lr(>m giving un absoluto direction to (lie 
President to pay tho award. It simply puts 
ut his dispo.sul tho menus for paying it and 
leaves him to exercise his own discroliou. 
’The understiiuding is that ho will make 
proper rcprosi ntations to tho British gov­ 
ernment, und if that government shall as­ 
sert its belief in the jnstioc of tho award it 
will bo paid without objuotioii or cavil. 


A P aliifM l T a le . 
Tbo philanthropic Bergh was io court 
yoatrrdny watching over tho progress of 
tho trial of Joiuo-i Fr.iser, the groom, who 
stands charged by the Society for the Pre­ 
vention bf Cruelty to Animals with having 
abbreviated, "with foroo and arms,” n polo 
pony’ll tail. Tho opening of the prosecution 
was not a happy one. Tho witness who 
laid the inforraatinn and saw Fraser ptr- 
foim tho’operution tostifled that tho pony 
did net display any oviduocos of suffering, 
and admitted that ho had himself shortly 
beloro boon cut off by Fraser from hl.s list 
of stoblo assistnnlH. A votcrinory surgeon 
who took tho stand to describe the suffer­ 
ings of tho horse under tho process of dock­ 
ing had his tale very mnch mutilato<J by tho 
defondunt's counsel, who induced him to ad­ 
mit that ho had himself "docked” a number 
of horses in past years, but did not then 
know or make tho discovery that it gav’c tho 
animals pain. 'This witness also admitlcd 
that he had examined tho pony tho day fol­ 
lowing the docking ; that tho opomfion had 
been skilfully performed, and that the 
pony was in excellent health aud enjoying 
a good appetite. An exhibit was made iu 
court, but as the exports seemed nt a loss to 
decide whether it was tho end of a pony’s 
tail, n cow's tail or a piece of sugar cane it 
is not likely to bocomo a recognized part of 
the proceedings. The caso was not oon- 
cludod, and, as the periodicals say, the tale 
is to bo oontiunod. Mr, Bergh seemed well 
satisfied with its progress, and mysteriously 
hinted at moro crushing testimony yet to 


come. If we ooold znspcet the great pfcl- 
lanthropist of being a wag we should be in­ 
clined to believe that this case is only the 
prelude to a prosecution of the whole Dock 
Department, about which so many painful 
talcs arc told. 


T r a l N M T re c k e r s . 
One of the most notable discoveries re­ 
cently made in this neighborhood is that 
of three train wreckers, tbe senior of whom 
is eleven years old. It was, perhaps, be­ 
cause tho tiny fingers of these little 
wretches wore too feeble to adjust with 
buiUoicut firmness the obstruction' they 
placed on tho New York Elevated 
Railroad that the publio has been spared 
tbe recital of eo remarkable a calamity 
as the precipitation of a train from mid 
air into the crowded stro.’t. Those small 
floncls, it may well bo brlieved, could not 
have conceived tho tragic nature of tho acci­ 
dent they tried to cause. 'They a-isigned »s 
their motive a desire to see the train "jump.’' 
It would not be over wise to accept that 
juvenile account until a thorough examina­ 
tion bus proved that these Arabs were not 
the simple tools of older scoundicl.s. But 
in any event it will bo a mistaku if these 
.\rabs are tuiind in Greenwich street 
fur ten years to come. If houses of refuge 
and juvenile reforiujitortcs do but little 
good to tho children put in thorn they could 
in a case of this sort at least do tho public 
the service of keeping out of tho way for the 
utmost hour tho law allows three dangerous 
little imps. But the fortunate csc.ipc must 
call the attention ol the public and of the 
mauilgers of elevated roads to tbo impro­ 
priety of peimilting access to tho road­ 
way of ponsous not engaged in tbe com­ 
pany’s service. If any one of (liesc three 
little v/iotchcR had botn overtaken by a 
train and killed there would have been a 
great outcry on this point, and the outcry 
may as properly be made in tha interest of 
public s:iloty. It should bo rf crime lor ony 
person not enqjloyod by the comi aiii .s to bo 
found on tho tracks of the elevated roods.
